GM Big-Car Prices Up 


DETROIT (AP) — Base prices on General Motors’ smaller 
1977-model full-size and luxury cars have been boosted an average 
4.9 per cent over their 1976 counterparts, the auto company 
announced. The increase is just shy of the 5.8 per cent base-price 
boost GM previously announced for its entire fall lineup of new 
cars. The latest dollar b<H>sts range from $103 for the four-door 
Chevrolet Impala — a 2.1 per cent increase — to $611 for the 
Cadillac Fleetwood limousine — a 5.6 per cent hike* GM did not 
give an average dollar hike just for the full-size and luxury cars, 
but said boosts on all its 1977 cars averaged $338. The new Impala 
will list for $4,901, compared with $4,798 in 1976. The price does 
not include options, shipping charges, taxes, likely dealer dis­ 
counts or changes in equipment for 1977. On some 1977 cars, GM 
has dropped standard equipment that came at no added cost in 
1976 On other cars, GM has added standard equipment. 


Efficiency Report Due 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A special task force of business, labor 
and professional figures studying how to make state government 
more efficient may submit its report by mid-or-late October, an 
aide to Gov. William Milhken said. The “ Michigan Efficiency 
Task Force,” formed early this year by the legislature and 
Milliken, has completed its research "and now it’s got to whittle 
down the* data to a manageable size,” said Mark Oberschulte a 
Milliken aide. Task force volunteers poked into corners of state 
government with notebooks in hand for the |>ast several months. 
Task force members frequently were spotted consulting with 
executive and legislative aides, administrators, secretaries and 
clerks, usually scribbling in notebooks. The stated purpose of the 
task force is “to help ensure that taxpayer dollars are spent to 
their greatest advantage.” 


Metric Tests In State Schools 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Students at more than 150 Michigan 
schools will be quizzed on the puzzling world of metrics over the 
next three weeks to find out how well they follow their liters and 
read their meters. The state Department of Education is ad­ 
ministering two kinds of metric assessment tests to a scientific 
sampling of fourth and seventh graders. The purpose is “to give 
us an idea of the extent of fourth and seventh graders’’ knowledge 
of the metric system,” said Dr. John Porter, state superintendent 
of public instruction. “ Once we know that, we can begin 
comprehensive planning for metric education in all Michigan 
schools."

DETROIT (AP) — Prosecutors probably will appeal a court 
ruling which found unconstitutional a section of the Michigan 
mental health code dealing with mentally ill criminals Detroit’s 
Recorder's Court judge Susan D. Borman on Tuesday ordered a 
new trial for a convicted arsonist after declaring unconstitutional 
part of the code saying that a defendant can lie found “guilty but 
mentally ill.” The judge said any sentence she imposed would 
constitute “cruel and unusual punishment’’ because the convicted 
arsonist, Joe Mc*Le*od, 43, would probably receive no psychiatric 
treatment if she incarcerated him. Persons found guilty but 
mentally ill are to be* placed with the Department of Corrections 
but are to receive psychiatric treatment from the Mental Health 
Dcipartment. The only full-time psychiatrist for Michigan’s entire 
prison system testified before Judge Borman that treatment for 
mentally ill prisoners is “lousy" and that they live “ at the mercy 
of the rest of the prison population ”

But at least the public will get to 
hear the witnesses. 


In a ease of another kind, a St. 


Joseph attorney, Robert B. Locke, was 
indicted by the grand jury for em- 
bezzlement of $13,974 from a Niles 
client.

Computer Crime Takes 
A Variety Of Forms 


A couple of years ago, a man strolled 


into a bank in Washington, D.C., and 
: carefully replaced the deposit slips at 
;the customer counter with a stack of 
his own. The bogus slips were marked 
Uvith the man's personal magnetic 
.'code, and any customer who made a 
: deposit with one of them actually 
^deposited funds into the thief's ae- 
• count. After four days, the 
man 


^withdrew $100,000 from his account 
;and left town. 
; This is just one of many example's of 
"a new and growing white-collar crime 
^known as computer fraud. It is a 
lucrative business indeed, for the 
rewards run into the millions, and the 
chances of being detected are small. 
-Even when computer swindlers are 
nabbed, the victim companies are of- 
ten reluctant to report the heist since 
any publicity could erode customer 
confidence and cause embarrassment. 


There are several key slang words 


used to describe the various tactics 
employed by the new breed of com- 
puter crooks. These include "Spoof- 
ing," "piggybacking," "rounding 


down," and the "Trojan Horse" caper. 
This last ruse involves introducing a 
fraudulent program into the memory 
bank of the computer so that it 
remains inactive for a while, but is 
triggered into play at a later date. 
Sometimes another program is also 
fed into the bank to erase the first 
fraudulent one, and the auditors never 
know the difference. 


Computer thieves can steal other 


things besides cash. Some have pil- 
fered company accounts, mailing lists 
and trade secrets for competing com- 
panies by bugging the telephone lines 
that connect a central computer and 
its satellite terminals. In the now- 
famous Equity Funding Corporation 
ease in 1973, phony life insurance 
policies worth over $1-billion were fed 
into the company computer system 
along with bogus death certificates. 
Another case of alleged computer 
fraud is scheduled to go to trial on 
Tuesday, Sept. 28, in U.S. District 
Court in Los Angeles. The six defen- 
dants have been indicted on charges of 
altering the credit histories of over 100 
persons in exchange for a fee. 


General Accounting 
Has An Important Role 


Trying to keep account of what the 


federal government dees with the tax 
monies it dispenses is the world's most 
mammoth accounting challenge. It 
isn't that federal officers are prone to 
deliberately misspend funds over 
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which they have authority, although 
there is some of that too. 


The big job is making as certain as 


physically possible that the muli- 
tiered bureaucracy does not develop 
the familiar disease of lingering inef- 
ficiency. For more than a half century 
.the primary agency of government 
responsible for auditing federal ex- 
penditures has been the General Ac- 
counting Office. 


What makes, trie GAO unique among 


all the other auditors is that it is res- 
ponsible only to Congress, investigates 
expenditures made by the executive 
branch and reports back to the law- 
makers on its findings. Those findings 
sometimes gain the GAO headlines by 
revealing 
particularly 
offensive 


samples of waste involving 
the 


public's money, but more often the 
agency goes about its business inves- 
tigating, reporting and recommending 
with little publicity. 


Nevertheless, the GAO has been 


responsible for considerable savings to 
the taxpayer. It is not uncommon for it 
to uncover billions of dollars of expen- 
ditures in a single year which were not 
made under congressional authoriza- 
tions or were wasted as a result of 
inefficiency. 


Wasted funds frequently cannot be 


recovered, but congressional followup 
to GAO discoveries does see to it that 
they do not reoccur. With the federal 
budget approaching WOO billion an- 
nually, the role of the GAO has become 
one of the most indispensable in 
government.

Buried here, in 
Arlington National Cemetery, 
are unidentified soldiers from 
both world wars and Korea, and 
the watch over their bodies is 
continuous and solemn. 


Teams of prodigiously trained 


sentries pace the locale around 
the dock. Presidents and other 
dignitaries 
make 
regular 


pilgrimages to reaffirm their 
appreciation for those whom 
they inevitably call "the gallant 
dead." As many as four million 
people visit the graves yearly, 
in uniform sobriety, the still- 
ness of their respect interrupted 
only by the staccato of their In- 
stamatic shutters. 


The Tomb is spiritual. The 


Tomb is non-partisan. Nearby 
in the nation's capital the mere 
mention of it will bring sotons to 
salute, traffic to a stop, and 
tingles up the length of the of- 
ficial spine. 


Or so It did recently when 


Illinois Rep. Paul Findley was 
reminded of the Tomb by a 
touring constituent. 
Findley 


says the visitor was a Vietnam 
veteran who called with the 
news that no unknown from the 
Southeast Asian conflict has yet 
been buried at the site. A crypt 
has been dug for the Vietnam 
representative, but it has been 
covered 
over 
empty. 
The 


veteran,. 
whom 
Findley 


describes as "distraught," also 
said no medals of honor are on 
display for Vietnam, nor is 
there in fact any mention of the 
men who had perished in that 
combat. 


Said Findley to his colleagues: 


"It is time to give the men who 
answered their country's call in 
Vietnam the same recognition 
we have accorded those who 
served in other wars." And 
thereupon — what else? — he 
decided to right the wrong by 
introducing a measure on the 
floor of the House, a Concurrent 
Resolution, to wit: "directing 


interment of an Unknown Sol- 
dier from the Vietnam war in 
Arlington cemetery."

There were plenty of 
dead - *>,367 soldiers were 
killed in action in Southeast 
Asia, and another 10,000 died of 
natural causes there — but 
thankfully none of them expired 
in such condition as to be of- 
ficially unknown.'Assumingly, 
it was the absence of air bomb- 
ing; our side's casualties were 
almost entirely due to small 
arms fire, or land mines, hence 
there were comparatively few 
unrecognizable mutilations.

Computer Crime Takes 
A Variety Of Forms 


A couple of years ago, a man strolled 
into a bank in Washington, D.C., and 
carefully replaced the deposit slips at 
the customer counter with a stack of 
his own. The bogus slips were marked 
with the m an’s personal magnetic 
code, and any customer who made a 
deposit with one of them actually 
deposited funds into the thief's ac­ 
count. After four days, the man 
withdrew $100,000 from his account 
and left town. 


This is just one of many examples of 
a new and growing white-collar crime 
known as computer fraud. It is a 
lucrative business indeed, for the 
rewards run into the millions, and the 
chances of being detected are small. 
Even when computer swindlers are 
nabbed, the victim companies are of­ 
ten reluctant to report the heist since 
any publicity could erode customer 
confidence and cause embarrassment. 


There are several key slang words 
used to describe the various tactics 
employed by the new breed of com­ 
puter crooks. These include “ Spoof­ 
ing,” 
“ piggybacking,” 
“ rounding 


down,” and the "Trojan Horse” caper. 
This last ruse involves introducing a 
fraudulent program into the memory 
bank of the computer so that it 
remains inactive for a while, but is 
triggered into play at a later date. 
Sometimes another program is also 
fed into the bank to erase the first 
fraudulent one, and the auditors never 
know the difference. 
Computer thieves can steal other 
things besides cash. Some have pil­ 
fered company accounts, mailing lists 
and trade secrets for competing com­ 
panies by bugging the telephone lines 
that connect a central computer and 
its satellite terminals. In the now- 
famous Equity Funding Corporation 
case in 1973, phony life insurance 
policies worth over $1-billion were fed 
into the company computer system 
along with bogus death certificates. 
Another case of alleged computer 
fraud is scheduled to go to trial on 
Tuesday, Sept. 28, in U.S. District 
Court in Los Angeles. The six defen­ 
dants have been indicted on charges of 
altering the credit histories of over 100 
persons in exchange for a fee. 
General Accounting 
Has An Important Role 


Trying to keep account of what the 
federal government does with the tax 
monies it dispenses is the world's most 
mammoth accounting challenge. It 
isn’t that federal officers are prone to 
deliberately misspend 
funds 
over 
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which they have authority, although 
there is some of that too. 
The big job is making as certain as 
physically possible that the muli- 
tiered bureaucracy does not develop 
the familiar disease of lingering inef­ 
ficiency. For more than a half century 
the primary agency of government 
responsible for auditing federal ex­ 
penditures has been the General Ac­ 
counting Office. 
What makes the GAO unique among 
all the other auditors is that it is res­ 
ponsible only to Congress, investigates 
expenditures made by the executive 
branch and reports back to the law­ 
makers on its findings. Those findings 
sometimes gain the GAO headlines by 
revealing 
particularly 
offensive 
samples 
of 
waste 
involving 
the 
public’s money, but more often the 
agency goes about its business inves­ 
tigating, reporting and recommending 
with little publicity. 
Nevertheless, the GAO has been 
responsible for considerable savings to 
the taxpayer. It is not uncommon ior it 
to uncover billions of dollars of expen­ 
ditures in a single year which were not 
made under congressional authoriza­ 
tions or were wasted as a result of 
inefficiency. 
Wasted funds frequently cannot be 
recovered, but congressional followup 
to GAO discoveries does see to it that 
they do not reoccur. With the federal 
budget approaching $500 billion an­ 
nually, the role of the GAO has become 
one of the most indispensable in 
government.

With the sounding of the 
shofar Friday, Sept. 24, Jews 
the world over begin their 
highest of holy days, Rosh 
Hashanah, the Day of Judg­ 
ment, followed by Yom Kippur, 
the Day of Atonement, Oct. 4, 
For many there still is the 
gracious custom of sending New 
Year greeting cards and of 
gathering with friends and 
relatives for Rosh Hashanah 
dinner to mark this solemn oc­ 
casion when “the Jew examines 
his thoughts and deeds of the 
past, and prays that God will 
remember him kindly.’’

Your ad- 
vice pnves you have no idea 
what a haltered wife's life is 
ate. 


Well, I can tell you. It's hell. 


At least UK woman who wrote 
got kcr husband to see a 
psychiatrist. Most null won't 
ge. They see nothing wrong with 
what they are doing. You say. 
"LEAVE." How can she leave 
when there is no place to go? 


You are probably thinking, 


"There is ALWAYS a place to 
go," but you're wrong. I read 
where London has 75 shelters 
for battered wives and their 
children, but in the United 
Stales there are very Tew. 


People who've never had the 


experience can't imagine what 
it's like to be a battered wife. 
More has been done to help 
abused animals in this country 
than women. You call the police 
and the guy is arrested. Within 


hours he is nut of juil — mad as 
hell. So he goes home and beats 
up his wife again. 


I've been clobbered dozens of 


limes in the 10 years we've been 
married, often in front of the 
children for no reason except I 
said hello to a man on the street, 
or cooked a dinner my husband 
didn't like. 


I've resigned myself to more 


of the same because I'm 
trapped. I don't expect you to 
print this but 1 had to write. 
Sign me — Without Hope 


Dear W.H.: A woman who 


says "I've resigned myself to 
more of the same" will surely 
get it. I do not agree that there 
are no alternatives. There may 
not be many, but there must be 
OXE, and it's up to you to find 
it.

SOUTH HAVEN — The South Haven board of education last night 
eliminated the district's debt retirement tax levy of 2.11 mills for 
1976, saying the obligation will be covered by expending a surplus 
of debt retirement funds and by taking advantage of state aid. 
Supt Harold Gaarde said the district is eligible to receive from the 
state approximately one-half of the $136,615 due as payment on del\t 
retirement from a state program. However, a stipulation of par­ 
ticipation by the state is that local funds designated for debt 
retirement to be reduced to zero 
Elimination of the debt re 
tirement millage will bring the 
South Haven tax levy fot 1976 to 
23.08 mills as compared to 25.19 
last year 
School 
officials 
noted, 
however, that the debt re­ 
tirement millage will be res­ 
tored in 1977 
The South 
Haven 
system 
becomes the only school district 
in Van Buren county without a 
local debt retirem ent millage. 
The system ’s operational tax 
trullage is the second lowest in

In other matters, the board 
adopted its 1976-77 budget to­ 
taling $4.178.1X10 The budget is 
up nine per cent from a year 
ago. according to Gaarde.

SENEY, Mich. (AP) - The 
seven-week blaze around the 
Seney National Wildlife Refuge 
in Michigan’s Upper Peninsula, 
declared Tuesday to be con­ 
tained again, has so far cost $4 1 
million to fight 
Firefighters warned that the 
stubborn 
blaze 
which 
has 
blackened 70.000 acres would 
not even be temporarily under 
control until “substantial snow­ 
fall this winter.” 
“ We have good lines around 
both the north and south zones, 
lines we believe can be held 
under normal weather condi­ 
tions,” said Robert E. Sellers 
and Robert R. Compeau, who 
are managing the team fighting 
the Schoolcraft County blaze. 
“ It is quite possible that 
pockets of fire will continue to 
burn throughout the winter in 
peat and muck soil of the Seney 
Refuge and adjacent areas,”

Spray. 
Spray said he will resubmit 
his request to the board Oct. 5 
when Township Clerk Catheryn 
Sirk is expected to be present.

Speaking before 45 members 
of the Benton Harbor Exchange 
club at a noon luncheon Tuesday 
at Holiday Inn in Benton Har­ 
bor, the former presiding judge 
of the circuit court said “from 
the courthouse to the White 
House” 
our government 
is 
becoming a government of the 
minority because only 20 to 25 
l>er cent of the population votes. 
Judge Byrns said that to 
remedy low voter turnouts it 
may be necessary to have more 
public funding of campaigns, 
more political advertising and 
more media coverage of the 
candidates. 
Speaking to the club as part of 
Constitution Week, celebrated 
throughout the country this 
week, 
the 
judge 
told 
the 
audience that unless more in­ 
formed voters turn out at the 


polls America may become sus­ 
ceptible to demagogue leaders. 
Byrns said there has been a 
decline in the morality of the 
country’s elected leaders and a 
decline in the ability of political 
leadership. 
“We are turning over our 
control, 
our 
freedom, 
our 
purses and our lives to second 
rate political leaders,” he said, 
adding that 70 million people 
who are eligible to vote will not 
vote in the November election. 
As part of the duties of ci­ 
tizenship Byrns said, “We’ve 
got to produce leaders and 
produce them at all levels of 
government. And we need ci­ 
tizens who are willing to be 
missionaries for their govern­ 
ment.” 
Byrns said the country must 
teach that politics is an honora­ 
ble, not a dishonorable, profes­ 
sion and “we must engage the 
best among us to do it.” 
Unless we demand higher 
moral standards for ourselves 
and demand the best from our 
political leaders we may risk 
the loss of freedom, the judge 
said. 
”In 1776 we were given a free 
nation,” he added. “In 1976 it is 
our job to keep it free.”

BH PROPOSES NEW DUMPING SITE 
Dredging Standoff Is Ended 


The Benton Harbor planning 
commission took action yester­ 
day which should finally get 
dredging of the St. Joseph har­ 
bor off the ground. 
The 
planning commission 
voted unanimously to recom­ 
mend 30 acres of land along the 
Paw Paw river as its new choice 
for a dumping site of harbor 
dredgings. 


Federal funds for the dredg­ 
ing project first became availa­ 
ble in 1971, but the project has 
been at a standstill for several 
years while the Cities of St. 
Joseph and 
Benton Harbor 
debated over the location of the 
proposed site for dumping the 
polluted harbor dredgings. 
Dick Cavalar, chief of project 
engineering for the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers in Detroit, 
which is providing funds for the 
project, 
told 
The 
Herald- 
Palladium yesterday the new 
site should be acceptable to the 
Corps of Engineers and dredg­ 
ing of the St. Joseph river har­ 
bor could begin possibly as soon 
as the summer of 1978. 
“This should get the project 
off the ground,” Cavalar said. 
"We have just been waiting for 
a site everyone could agree on.” 
The City of Benton Harbor 
had originally backed Radio 
Island 
(formerly 
Industrial 
Island) as the site for dumping 
of the harbor dredgings, while 
the City of St. Joseph had 
proposed a landfill site at Ross 
airport. 
Both sites represented ow­ 
nership 
and 
engineering 
problems, according to Cavalar. 
The site also has to be located in 
the 
municipality 
which 
proposes it, he said. 
Lynn Meyer, city planning 
director, said the city needed to 
take immediate action on a 
(lumping site so that the project 


could begin this year. Cavalar 
said yesterday that further 
debate over the proper dumping 
site would have delayed the 
project another two years. 
The site recommended by the 
Benton Harbor planning com­ 
mission yesterday is located 
near the northeast corner of 
North Shore drive and Klock 
road. 
It was owned and used as a 
dumping site by Benton Harlior 
Malleable 
Industries, 
Inc., 
before 
the 
company 
went 
bankrupt in 1975. Under a 
stipulation 
of 
federal 
bankruptcy court in Kalamazoo 
in 1975, the land is now in the 
hands of the City of Benton 
Harbor which was named the 
“collecting agency” to collect 
the first $300,000 from the sale 
of land and buildings and dis­ 
tribute it to the county, schools 
and city for payment of back 
taxes. Malleable owed some 
$400,(t00 in local property taxes 
when it went into bankruptcy 
proceedings. 
The planning commission al­ 
so recommended two temporary 
sites for the harbor dredgings 
before the dredgings are trans­ 
ported to the Malleable site. 
Recommended were four acres 
of land owned by Whirlpool 
Corp. at the north end of River- 
view drive, and the old Ship 
Canal running for a quarter- 
mile east of Riverview drive. 
Cavalar said the dredgings will 
be transported to the Malleable 
site by truck. 


The planning commission’s 
recommendation will be for­ 
warded to the city commission 
for final approval. Commis­ 
sioner Michael Govatos, an ex­ 
officio member of the city plan­ 
ning commission, said the city 
commission has, in workshop 
sessions, informally agreed to 


the recommendation made by 
the planning commission. 
Cavalar said the proposed 
Malleable site must still be 
approved by the Washington of­ 
fice of the U.S. Army Corps. 
Environmental impact and en­ 
gineering studies must also be 
conducted before actual dredg­ 
ing can start, he said 
The St. Joseph harbor has not 
been dredged since before 1969, 
when the governor requested 
that “polluted” dredgings from 
harbors be dumped on land 
sites 
rather than 
in 
Lake 
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Michigan. 
In 1971, 13 sites were recom­ 
mended to the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers as possible sites 
for dumping the dredgings. The 
Malleable and Radio Island 
sites were among the 13 recom­ 
mended sites. 
Meyer said dredging of the St. 
Joseph harbor will greatly 
enhance development of ship­ 
ping in the Twin Cities port. 
Establishment of a Twin Cities 
board of harbor commissioners 
will also aid in the harbor’s 
development, he said.

St. Joseph township planning 
commissioners last night dis­ 
cussed whether Berrien Hills 
Country club could build tennis 
courts on land that recently 
became a part of the club. 
The club has not requested 
the planners’ permission to 
build the courts, but such a 
request is expected, Commis­ 
sion Chairman Ernest Knauf 
said. After an hour-long discus­ 
sion, the matter was tabled and 
will be discussed again at next 
month’s meeting. 
This summer, when the club 
asked premission to include 12 
lots in the club’s special use 
zoning district, residents near 
the land on Golfview road ob­ 
jected, Knauf said. 
At a public hearing, residents 
opposed inclusion of club-owned 
land zoned residential into the 
club, fearing that Berrien Hills 
would build tennis courts on the 
land. Residents of the deadend 
street complained of possibly 
heavy traffic and noise. 
The 
club’s 
request 
was 
approved by township trustees 
after the planning commission 
made it clear that its recom­ 
mendation to include the lots 
shouldn’t be understood as an 
approval (or disapproval) of the 


construction of tennis courts, 
Knauf said last night. 
Now that the land is part of 
the club, Berrien Hills can come 
before the commission and ask 
permission to build the courts, 
Knauf said. 
Because the township’s zon­ 
ing ordinances often refer to 
“golf courses” but never to 
“country clubs” last night’s 
discussion began with planners 
attempting to define a “country 
club.” The definition is needed 
so that planners can tell what is 
and what isn’t allowed in a 
country club, said Knauf. 
Knauf said that in his opinion 
the terms country clubs and golf 
courses 
are 
synonymous. 
Therefore, 
he 
continued, 
Berrien Hills, like any other 
“golf course,” needs permis­ 
sion from planners and trustees 
to build a tennis court or alter 
its special use permit in any 
other way. 
Charles D Garlanger sug­ 
gested that to avoid confusion 
the ordinance should be amend­ 
ed so that existing rules for golf 
courses would also apply to 
country clubs. The special use 
category would then include 
“golf courses and/or country 


clubs,” Garlanger said. 
Fred Undem offered another 
idea: create a new zoning 
category for all recreational 
areas, including golf courses, 
country clubs, marinas, and 
other recreational uses. “If we 
can come up with an all encom­ 
passing description it can make 
our future tasks simpler,” he 
said. 
Under such a zoning category, 
Berrien Hills could build the 
courts without permission of the 
planners, he said. 
Royce L.Leary asked “ is a 
prrmit really needed to install 
an open-air tennis court?” He 
said the question came up when 
he looked 
through the or­ 
dinances and found no mention 
of restrictions on tennis courts. 
Knauf answered 
that the 
planners have the authority to 
review any project that requires 
a building permit. 
Also 
last 
night 
planners 
tabled a request by Larry 
Schultz, of St. Joseph, for 
approval of a subdivision at the 
end of Manor drive. Schultz 
wants permission to divide the 
four-acre plot into eight lots and 
planners said they want time to 
study his plan.

The amount in UC taxes 
levied on the employer is de­ 
termined. up to a certain limit, 
by the number of former 
employes who file for benefits. 
Hence, the violator increases 
the cost of doing business. 
The consumer feels the im­ 
pact, of course, when the 
employer passes on 
added 
taxes in the form of higher 
prices for goods and services. 
And all taxpayers get pinched 
when the federal government is 
forced to feed starving state UC 
coffers.

Rectangular in nature with an 
18-foot vertical sail-like projec­ 
tion 
containing 
a

replica of the college logo, the 
light tan brick structure will Ik* 
illumiated at night with ground 
lights around its base. 


Grass sod and Sargent crab 
apple trees will be planted on 


the open horizontal areas of the 
55-foot wide by 44-foot deep 
edifice which will be located 
near Napier avenue on the grass 
island now separating LMC’s 
twin driveways.

The Palmetto Sale's history 


of settlement begins ne«r a 
small peninsula formed by the 
Ashley and Cooper Rivers in 
I«J», about a half century after 
the Plymouth and Jamestown 
expeditions. 


That small peninsula itself is 


now the site of Charleston 
although the original settlement 
: was not there. 
• 
South Carolina's colony at 
• Charles Towne was, of course, a 
'- latecomer. The Indians of more 
: than M tribes were already in 
' the stale. 


In early 177«, the colonists 


organized a temporary govern- 
ment, and in June, repulsed 
British land and sea forces at- 
tempting to capture Charles 
Towne. They did it again in 1771 
but their luck against the Bri- 
tish Lion did not hold out and in 
May, 1780, Charles Towne 
surrendered. 


During the war. a total of IM 


engagements was fought in 
South Carolina, many of them 
guerrilla skirmishes. 


Alter the war. South Carolina 


. became the eighth state of the 


Union on May 8, 1778, but the 
marriage of the state and the 
: union did not live happily ever 


after. 


On Dec. 20, I860, South 


Carolina became the first stale 
to secede from the Union. By 
spring, II other states had 
followed and the Confederate 
State troops under the com- 
mand of Gen. Pierre G. T. 


. Beauregard opened fire on the 
" federal garrison at Fort Sumter 
; in Charleston Harbor. The next 


day, the fort surrendered. The 
'Civil War had begun. 


When the war was over, the 1 


state was desolated. Sherman 


-had toppled the ante-bellum 
.society 
and 
civilization 


; promised to "take care of this 
-hot bed of secession." 


Then came the sad chapter of 


history known as Reconstruc- 
tion. Federal troops occupied 
South Carolina, and even though 


• the state was readmitted to the 
•; Union in 1868, they remained 


there until President Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes withdrew them in 
1877, effectively ending Recons- 
truction not only in South 
Carolina, but the rest of the 
South as well. 


For about 15 years after the 


. Carpetbaggers had been forced 


out, residents of the conserva- 
tive ' Low Country, led by 


"Charleston-born Wade Hamp- 


ton, controlled the state. 


Farmers in the "Up Country" 


became dissatisfied with this 
and began to foment a takeover 
of state affairs. Enter one-eyed 


r Populist "Pitchfork" Ben Till- 


man, who took control of the 


'Democratic Party and was 
'"elected governor in 1880. 
•, Tillmanism flourished in 


South Carolina and ushered in a 
generation 
of hatred 
and 


violence against blacks. Till- 
man was a force in state affairs 
until his death in 1»I8. During 
his administration as governor, 
the 
constitution of South 


Carolina was rewritten, and 
although it left most govern- 
mental affairs much as they 
were, clauses to keep blacks 
from voting were written in. 


With the advent of the first 


:\ world war, the textile industry 


expanded, providing cloth for 
uniforms, and in 1923, South

UK Union. Domestic and foreign 
investment has been attracted 
to the stale by an aggressive 
State Development Board. 


Also. South Carolina is still 


fond of "picking the Yankee 


dollar" with its two most 
famous resorts. The Grand 
Strand, a 4»-mile stretch of 
beach and sunny good time 
whose southern boundary is 
near Winyah Bay, the scene at

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SOUTH CAROLINA: 1st State To Quit The Union 


By BOB CRAFT 
SUMTER, S.C. (NEA) - Like 
everyone else in the nation, 
South Carolina geared up for the 
big Bicentennial blast after a 
short breathing space of five 
years following its Tricenten­ 
nial. 
The Palmetto State’s history 
of settlement begins near a 
small peninsula formed by the 
Ashley and Cooper Rivers in 
1670, about a half century after 
the Plymouth and Jamestown 
expeditions. 
That small peninsula itself is 
now the site of Charleston 
although the original settlement 
was not there. 
South Carolina’s colony at 
Charles Towne was, of course, a 
latecomer. The Indians of more 
than 30 tribes were already in 
the state. 


In early 1776, the colonists 
organized a temporary’ govern­ 
ment, and in June, repulsed 
British land and sea forces at­ 
tempting to capture Charles 
Towne. They did it again in 1779 
but their luck against the Bri­ 
tish Lion did not hold out and in 
May, 
1780, 
Charles Towne 
surrendered. 
During the war, a total of 180 
engagements was fought in 
South Carolina, many of them 
guerrilla skirmishes. 
After the war. South Carolina 
became the eighth state of the 
Union on May 23, 1778, bu* the 
marriage of the state and the 
union did not live happily ever 
after. 


On Dec. 20, 
1860. South 
Carolina became the first state 
to secede from the Union. By 
spring, 11 other states had 
followed and the Confederate 
State troops under the com­ 
mand of Gen. Pierre G. T. 
Beauregard opened fire on the 
federal garrison at Fort Sumter 
in Charleston Harbor. The next 
day, the fort surrendered. The 
Civil War had begun. 
When the war was over, the 
state was desolated. Sherman 
had toppled the ante-bellum 
society 
and 
civilization 
promised to “ take care of this 
hotbed of secession.” 
Then came the sad chapter of 
history known as Reconstruc­ 
tion. Federal troops occupied 
South Carolina, and even though 
the state was readmitted to the 
Union in 1868, they remained 
there until President Ruther­ 
ford B. Hayes withdrew them in 
1877, effectively ending Recons­ 
truction not only in South 
Carolina, but the rest of the 
South as well. 
For about 15 years after the 
Carpetbaggers had been forced 
out, residents of the conserva­ 
tive 
Low Country, 
led 
by 
Charleston-born Wade Hamp­ 
ton, controlled the state. 
Farmers in the “ Up Country” 
became dissatisfied with this 
and began to foment a takeover 
of state affairs. Enter one-eyed 
Populist “ Pitchfork” Ben Till­ 
man, who took control of the 
Democratic Party and was 
elected governor in 1890. 
Tillmanism 
flourished 
in 
South Carolina and ushered in a 
generation 
of 
hatred 
and 
violence against blacks. Till­ 
man was a force in state affairs 
until his death in 1918. During 
his administration as governor, 
the 
constitution 
of 
South 
Carolina was rewritten, and 
although it left most govern­ 
mental affairs much as they 
were, clauses to keep blacks 
from voting were written in 
With the advent of the first 
world war, the textile industry 
expanded, providing cloth for 
uniforms, and in 1923, South

Domestic and foreign 
investment has been attracted 
to the state by an aggressive 
State Development Board.

Although the idea is not new. it 
gained credibility when it was 
recommended by a blue-ribbon 
"Economic Action Council" ap- 
pointed 
by 
Gov. 
William 


Milliken. 


As the legislature returned 


this month. Milliken urged it to 
enact such a stabilization plan. 
House Speaker Bobbby Crim 
also endorsed the concept, and 
introduced a bill — giving the 
issue powerful bipartisan sup- 
port for passage either this ses- 
sion or next year. 


The idea also is advanced as a 


better alternative to a proposed 
constitutional amendment to 
limit state spending. That is 
already on the November ballot, 
and opponents hope the budget 
stabilization idea will persuade . 
voters to reject it. 


The concept is simple in 


theory — in good times, the 
state would put aside money for 
a rainy day. It's the details that 
become complicated, and open 
lo political fighting., 


Briefly, the administration's 


proposal would work as follows: 


The transfer of money to the 


stabilization fund would be'au- 
tomatic. The legislature would 
have to formally act to withdraw 
money, but the formula would 
limirhow much could be taken 
out. 


The "trigger" putting money 


into the fund would be tied to the 
increase in state revenue and 
the Detroit consumer price in- 
dex. When the increase in 
revenue exceeded the trigger 
figure — probably 10 per cent of 
the past year's revenue — the 
excess 
would 
go 
to. the 


stabilization fund. 


Likewise, in a bad year, a 


decrease in revenue would 
trigger the flow of money back 
to the general fund. The amount 
would depend on how bad 
revenue was that year. 


Had the scheme been in effect 


- since 1970, said budget director 


Gerald Miller, it would have 
provided some $200 million in 
the past two years, when 
revenues declined drastically 
and the budget underwent a 
painful trimming. 


Miller has gone a step farther 


than the legislature in drafting 
a budget stabilization 
fund, 


however. For the first 
few- 


years, he wants two funds to 
help the state regain its fiscal 
solidarity. 


The problem is that Michigan 


endangered its fiscal stability 
the past two years by employing 
various gimmicks to balance 
the budget. The most dangerous 
was the practice of applying tax 
revenues collected in July to 
June bills. The result: the state 
has been chronically late paying 
its bills. 


It has also undermined the 


state's high bond rating. Miller 
said New York bond experts arc 
concerned about the stale's fis- 
cal soundness, and arc talking 
about reducing its rating unless 
it shows improvement. 


"There is- a more urgent 


problem than just 
putting 


money away for a rainy day," 
Millr said. 


Thus Miller wants to set up a 


"cash balance restoration fund" 
along with the stabilization 
fund: Under his scheme, 75 per 
cent of the money going into the 
special funds would go to the 
restoration fund, and 23 per cent 
would go to the stabilization 
fund. 


After the state built up enough 


money, reversed its book-keep- 
ing gimmicks and began paying 
its bills on time, the restoration 
fund would be eliminated and 
all the excess revenues would go 
into the stabilization fund. That, 
Miller said, would take about 
$200 million and could be done 
by about 1980. 


.Some lawmakers 'want to 


enshrine the stabilization fund 
concept in UK constitution — a 
move Ihe Milliken idministrs- 
lion opposes. The argument is 
that it would protect Ihe fund

Probe Mystifies 
Ford, Republicans

A White House 
spokesman said Ford knew 
nothing about the probe and ad­ 
ded that no one has said Ford 
himself was under investiga­ 
tion. 
Officials of the Kent County 
GOP said Tuesday that records 
of two county Republican com­ 
mittees going back to 19H4 were 
subpoenaed last month, just 
after 
Ford 
won 
the 
GOP 
nomination, 
and 
had 
been 
checked by FBI agents acting 
for the special prosecutor’s of­ 
fice. 
In Washington, meanwhile, a 
spokesman for the Marine En­ 
gineers Beneficial Association 
said the union's campaign con­ 
tribution records dating back to 
19H4 had been subpoenaed. 
Justice Department sources 
confirmed 
the 
association’s 
records had been subpoenaed. 
Records indicate the maritime 
union contributed $7,500 to 
Ford's 1972 campaign, the lar­ 
gest single contribution his 
campaign collected. The union 
also contributed $4,500 to Ford’s 
1970 congressional campaign. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
the 
president of the marine en­ 
gineers said the request for the 
financial records was “ tangen- 
tal for whatever interests the 
special prosecutor had.” 
He said the union would make 
no further comment. 
At the White House, Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said: “ We 
don’t know anything that the 
special prosecutor or the Justice 
Department is doing" in the 
matter. 
“ I see no evidence that I’m 
aware of that the President is 
under investigation," Nessen 
said. “ Nobody has said he is.” 
Nessen said he mentioned the 
matter to Ford. He said the 
President cited investigations 
conducted 
when 
Ford 
was 
nominated to be vice president. 
Nessen said the records in 
question 
would 
have 
been 
looked into at that time and that 
the investigations had shown no 
wrongdoing. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
Ford’s 
presidential campaign commit­ 
tee said none of its records had 
been subpoena«*! 
The subpoenas were first 
reported Tuesday by the Wall 
Street Journal. Jesse Calhoon, 
president of the marine union, 
said that disclosure of what was 
involved in the investigation 
would "put me right in the 
middle of the national election.”

Instead, FBI agents acting for 
Ruff checked the records in 
(¡rand Rapids. 
Eleveld said the country GOP 
records were checked twice in 
1973 by government agencies. 
"In the spring of 1973 we were 
selected for a spot check by the 
General 
Accounting 
Office. 
Then, when Ford was nominat­ 
ed 
for 
the office 
of vice 
president later that year, our 
records were examined by the 
GAO, the FBI, the Internal 
Revenue Service and inves­ 
tigating committees from Inith 
the House and Senate,” Eleveld 
said. 
"We are mystified about the 
current investigation,” he ad­ 
ded. 
Ford’s 1970 campaign collec­ 
tions came under fire briefly 
when he failed to report collect­ 
ing $11,500 from stockbrokers, 
an oilman, bankers and doctors. 
But 
Ford 
insisted 
that 
because he turned checks from 
those groups over to Republican 
national 
headquarters 
in 
Washington, he was under no 
legal obligation to report the 
contributions. No charges ever 
were filed in connection w ith the 
1970 contributions to Ford. 
Records showed that in 1970 
the 
Marine 
Engineers 
Beneficial Association sent two 
checks totalling $4.5(Mi to the 
Kent County Republican party. 
“ II Jerry (Ford) were not our 
congressman, we wouldn’t be 
getting the money,” said Gary

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - The 
state's 
painful 
struggle 
to 
balance its ledgers the past two 
years has made the dry-sound­ 
ing “ budget stabilization fund’’ 
almost sexy. 
With intense infighting over 
budget cutbacks and excruciat­ 
ing belt-tightening fresh in their 
minds, state lawmakers are 
clearly open to suggestions on 
how to avoid such austerity in 
future lean times. 
And the information that a 
budget stabilization fund could 
have provided them $100 million 
in each budget year — money 
which was cut dollar-by-dollar 
out of social services, education 
and welfare — clearly makes 
the concept more palatable than 
it would lie in good times. 
“ Budget stabilization fund” 
has become the current hot 
topic 
in 
the 
legislature. 
Although the idea is not new. it 
gained credibility when it was 
recommended by a blue-ribbon 
"Economic Action Council” ap­ 
pointed 
by 
Gov. 
William 
Milliken. 
As the legislature returned 
this month, Milliken urged it to 
enact such a stabilization plan. 
House Speaker Bobbby Crim 
also endorsed the concept, and 
introduced a bill — giving the 
issue powerful bipartisan sup­ 
port for passage either this ses­ 
sion or next year. 
The idea also is advanced as a 
I letter alternative to a proposed 
constitutional amendment to 
limit state spending. That is 
already on the November ballot, 
and opponents hope the budget 
stabilization idea will persuade 
voters to reject it. 
The concept is simple in 
theory — in good times, the 
state would put aside money for 
a rainy day. It’s the* details that 
become complicated, and open 
to political fighting. 
Briefly, the administration’s 
proposal would work as follows: 
The transfer of money to the 
stabilization fund would be au­ 
tomatic. The legislature would 
have to formally act to withdraw 
money, but the formula would 
limit how much could be taken 
out. 
The “ trigger” putting money 
into the fund would be tied to tin* 
increase in state revenue and 
the Detroit consumer price in­ 
dex. 
When the increase in 
revenue exceeded the trigger 
figure — probably 10 per cent of 
the past year’s revenue — the 
excess 
would 
go 
to 
the 
stabilization fund. 
Likewise, in a bad year, a 
decrease in 
revenue would 
trigger the flow of money back 
to the general fund. The amount 
would depend on how 
bad 
revenue was that year. 
Had the scheme been in effect 
since 1970, said budget director 
Gerald Miller, it would have 
provided some $200 million in 
the 
past 
two years, 
when 
revenues declined drastically 
and the budget underwent a 
painful trimming. 
Miller has gone a step farther 
than the legislature in drafting 
a budget stabilization fund, 
however. For the first few 
years, he wants two funds to 
help the state regain its fiscal 
solidarity. 
The problem is that Michigan 
endangered its fiscal stability 
the past two years by employing 
various gimmicks to balance 
the budget. The most dangerous 
was the practice of applying tax 
revenues collected in July to 
June bills. The result: the state 
has lK*en chronically late paying 
its bills. 
It has also undermined the 
state's high Ixtnd rating. Miller 
said New York bond experts are 
concerned about the state's fis­ 
cal soundness, and are talking 
almut reducing its rating unless 
it shows improvement. 
“ There is a more urgent 
problem 
than 
just 
putting 
money away for a rainy day,” 
Mi Hr said 
Thus Miller wants to set up a 
"cash balance restoration fund” 
along with the stabilization 
fund. Under his scheme, 75 per 
cent of the money going into the 
special funds would go to the 
restoration fund, and 25 per cent 
would go to the stabilization 
fund. 
After the state built up enough 
money, reversed its book-keep- 
mg gimmicks and began paying 
its bills on time, the restoration 
fund would bo eliminated and 
all the excess revenues would go 
into the stabilization fund That, 
Miller said, would take about 
$200 million and could be done 
bv about 1980 
Some lawmakers want 
to 
enshrine the stabilization fund 
concept in the constitution — a 
move the Milliken adm inistra­ 
tion opposes. The argument is 
that it would protect the fund

from legislators who might like 
to raid it to obtain immediate 
money. 
But Miller noted that his 
proposal 
would 
make 
the 
amount of additions to and sub­ 
tractions from the fund au­ 
tomatic — not open to the whim 
of the legislature. 
Miller said the proposal might 
produce $50 million in its first 
year, although it is hard to 
predict the economic future. 
But he also cautioned that a 
"roller-coaster” economy could 
result in money going in one 
year and coming out the next — 
never building up to a large 
amount. 
Finally, the proposal would, 
in effect, place a 10 per cent 
sjx'nding limit on state govern­ 
ment. That’s more than the last 
two years, but less than the 
average 14 per cent since about 
1970. 
But the administration clearly 
sees

as 
preferable 
to 
"Proposal C” on the November 
ballot, 
which 
would 
limit 
spending to 8.3 per cent of the 
state’s total personal income. 
"This is better government,” 
Miller said. The question now is 
whether it’s clearly enough bet­ 
ter to convince the voters.
